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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5, 7-9 are currently pending and are present for examination. Claims 1 and 7 
are now under consideration. Claims 2-5, 8-9 remain withdrawn from consideration as being 
drawn to non-elected invention. 

Applicants 1 amendments and arguments filed on 8-20-04, have been fully considered, 
ENTERED, and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. 
Specifically Examiner has withdrawn the previous rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st paragraph 
(new matter issue) and 2 nd paragraph in view of claims amendments and persuasive arguments 
presented by the applicant. On similar lines, Examiner has also withdrawn the previous rejection 
held under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) in view of the persuasive arguments presented by the applicant to 
show that the reference does not anticipate the claimed modified polypeptide.
